An indigenous family is alleging 
blatant discriminatory treatment 
by a Co-op Taxi driver after an 
incident Sunday afternoon. 

Fawn Lamouche ordered the 
cab from Chinatown to transport 
her and five others in her family 
to the “Hate to Hope” anti-racism 
rally. According to Lamouche, 
she asked Co-op Taxi for a van 
to accommodate her family and 
waited in a parking lot. When the 
van arrived, she waved it over, 
but “he pulled away,” she said. 

Lamouche said she walked 
to the van and asked if it was 
reserved in her name. 


“He told me, ‘If you want a 
cab, call this number,’” she said, 
saying he gestured to his door. 

Lamouche said the cab driver 
then waved a couple with grocer¬ 
ies over to the van and got out 
to help them with their bags 
and ignored her. Lamouche’s 
son-in-law asked if the driver 
wouldn’t take them because of 
their ethnicity. Lamouche said 
the driver responded, ‘“Yeah, 
you’re too native.’” 

Her sister, Kimberly Hooker, 
confirmed Lamouche’s account. 

“(We) asked if it was because 
we were native and he said ‘Yeah, 
too native,”’ she said. 

Metro reached a Co-op Taxi 
supervisor who refused to com¬ 
ment Monday afternoon and said 
the issue would be addressed 
after the long weekend. 

Lamouche has filed a com¬ 
plaint with Co-op and the city, 
and plans on filing a human 
rights claim. She said a call-taker 
at Co-op apologized and passed 
her concerns to management, but 
no one has contacted her since.

City asks public’s

Edmontonians often have a 
bone to pick with the city’s 
transit services, and now they 
have the chance to offer that 
feedback. 

Transit Strategy Project Man¬ 
ager Sarah Feldman said the 
transit system survey available 
on the city’s website is gleaning 
information that will be taken 
into consideration as the city 
assembles a strategic plan for 
transit services over the next 
18 months. 

“Right now we are starting 
with big open-ended questions 
for people’s hopes and passions 
for the system,” she said. “Later 
we will be drilling down and 
talking about trade-offs be¬ 
tween different options.” 

She and other city staff 
manned a tent amid cultural 
pavilions at the Heritage Fes¬ 
tival, in which people had the 
chance to offer earnest opin¬ 


ions face-to-face. 

Conversations this weekend 
coalesced around topics like 
LRT network growth, making 
buses work symbiotically with 
the LRT, and making transit 
affordable for families. 

Feldman said this interaction 
is critical for the development 
of the strategic plan. 

“We put a high premium on 
going out and talking to people 
where they are rather than ex¬ 
pecting people to always come 
to us,” she said. “Some people 
are happy to engage online, 
but it’s important to be face to 
face and have conversations.” 

To that end, the city will be 
taking the feedback-gathering 
process mobile with a vinyl 
wrapped bus with the “What 
moves you/Let’s talk transit” 
regalia, which will be hitting 
the road this fall.

Local chef’s 
aboriginal 
cuisine lacks 
Alberta staple

Ryan O’Flynn likes to take chan¬ 
ces in Edmonton’s evolving food 
scene. One of the biggest is if 
the city’s expectations of “good 
food” can catch up. 

“In the last three years, there’s 
been a dramatic increase in in¬ 
dependent restaurants, and 
that’s a big adjustment for Ed¬ 
montonians, who are so branded 


— believing that eating a heap¬ 
ing plate of pizza, burger or steak 
at a franchise restaurant is good 
food,” O’Flynn said, 

And so, opening the aborigin¬ 
al-focused Share Restaurant in 
the Westin Hotel, with naiy a 
whiff of cow on the menu in beef- 
crazed Alberta, is one big risk. 

“Share wouldn’t have survived 
10 years ago. There was a percep¬ 
tion that value meant lots of stuff 
on the plate. That’s changing — 
slowly,” O’Flynn said. 

At the 50-seat Share, tucked 
in back of the Westin lounge, 
O’Flynn creates mains of bison, 
pig’s cheek, duck breast, hali¬ 
but and pickerel with authen¬ 
tic techniques he learned from 
Dene cooks some 500 kilometres 
north of Yellowknife. 

There, he picked morel mush- 
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I want people to 
get excited by this 
food, and copy my 
ideas.

rooms, learned how to cure bison 
in pine and birch (then cover it 
in soil and cook overnight) and 
made bannock the traditional 
way: with ancient grains, Arctic 
char eggs and bison lard. 

Now, O’Flynn even mills his 
own purple com flour. “None of 
that white bleached flour crap,” 
he said. “I do so much research 
and travel—I take it all serious¬ 
ly. I want people to get excited 
by this food, and copy my ideas.” 


For dessert, O’Flynn is trying 
out a fennel parfait with local 
honeycomb and (after getting 
dozens of “likes” when he posted 
it on Faceboolc) a depression-era 
Quebec dessert called Pudding 
Choumer, with milk, cream, 
flour and wild Yukon birch syrup. 

His penchant for “doing tilings 
differently” could arguably be 
what made him who he is today: 
a gold medal winner at the Can¬ 
adian Culinaiy Championships. 

OK, but what of Albertans’ 
love of beef? “People can get 
beef a few steps away in the ho¬ 
tel lounge,” O’Flynn said. “And 
if that’s not good enough, I tell 
them to head out the door in 
any direction and they’ll walk 
right into a steak. 

“I’m doing something differ¬ 
ent here.”

As the first day of an unexpect¬ 
edly long election campaign got 
underway Monday, Edmonton 
candidates say they’re prepared 
to battle for eveiy vote from now 
until Oct. 19. 

Edmonton Griesbach NDP 
candidate Janis Irwin said her 
campaign would simply shift 
into a new gear now that the 
writ has been dropped. 

“Our campaign has been off 
and running for a veiy long time 
and we have got hundreds of 
volunteers,” she said. “For us it 
is almost a continuation of what 


we have been doing.” 

Her Conservative Party op¬ 
ponent, Keny Diotte, said the 
set date just marks the final 
push in a long campaign. 

“This is the race to the fin¬ 
ish as far as I am concerned,” 
he said. 

He added he hopes it will 
mean Canadians pay more atten¬ 
tion to an important election. 

“Anything that gets people 
thinking about it, I think, is a 
good thing,” he said. 

Randy Boissonnault, the Lib¬ 
eral candidate in Edmonton Cen¬ 
tre, held his launch event Mon¬ 
day night. He said his team is 
more than ready for the cam¬ 
paign, but isn’t wild about its 
length. 

“We’re ready (but) we just 
think it is a really unfortunate 
thing to do to Canadians in the 
middle of their summer,” he 
said. 

Boissonnault said people in 
Edmonton are ready and eager 
for something different. 

“The resounding message that 
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Anything that gets 
people thinking 
about it, I think, is a 
good thing.

I hear from Edmontonians when 
I meet them on the doors is that 
it’s time for change,” he said. 

Irwin said she hears the same 
thing, and with an orange wave 
having swept the province this 
spring, feels people are open to 
an NDP government. 

“People are saying, ‘why can’t 
we do the same thing federally,”’ 
she said. 

But Diotte said he’s confident 
Edmontonians are going to sup¬ 
port the Conservatives again. 

“I’m hearing at the doors that 
when it comes to federal politics 
they are pretty Conservative 
and that’s heartening,” he said.

Liberal candidate Amarjeet Sohi 
said his Ward 12 constituents 
won’t suffer from the 11-weelc 
federal election campaign as he 
runs federally. 

Sohi is running in Edmon¬ 
ton Mill Woods, which overlaps 
with his city council constitu¬ 
ency. He needs support from 
his fellow councillors to miss 
council meetings, but a motion 
on that is expected to be voted 
on at the next meeting. 

Sohi said the campaign will 
be a pull from his city council 
work, but he is confident people 
in Ward 12 won’t be under¬ 
represented. 

“I’m going to continue to do 
the best that I can to serve my 
constituents,” he said. “I can 
assure the people of Ward 12 
they will continue to receive 
the same quality of service.” 

He said even though he is 
currently on a summer break 
from council, he will come off 
the city’s payroll immediately. 

Sohi can vote on issues dur¬ 
ing the campaign, but said he 
generally doesn’t plan to attend 
council meetings.

Edmonton woman wins 
Canadian Death Race 

The Canadian Death Race, 
a gruelling 125-kilometre 
trek through technical ter¬ 
rain held in Grande Cache 
annually for the past 
15-years, has never seen 
a woman cross the finish 
line first. 

Until now. 

Edmonton runner Alissa 
St Laurent crossed the 
line more than an hour be¬ 
fore the next closest solo 
competitor, and said she 
hopes her win serves as an 
example for other women 
interested in the sport. 

"I hope this gets women 
wanting to do more than 
just finish big races. I hope 
they see this and set some 
goals, scary goals," she 
said. 

She said after goals are 
set, the biggest thing for 
others wanting to com¬ 
pete is to jump into the 
"welcoming" ultra running 
community. 

"I surround myself with 
people that are smarter 
than I am," she said. 

St Laurent said gather¬ 
ing pointers and learning 
from others' experiences 
is key to understanding 
the enormous challenge 
that the competition rep¬ 
resents. 

For her part, she had run 
the death race before in 
2013. She was acquainted 
with the track, knew the 
terrain, studied it and 
planned her race. She said 
the tactical approach con¬ 
tributed to her success. 

"I think that was a huge 
part of it," she said. "I knew 
where I could improve 
on what I had done, and 
things I'd worked on have 
gotten a lot better." 

She said parts of the 
sport can be intense, but 
at the end of the day she 
just tries to "keep the fun 
in it, and keep the joy in it."

Seven paintings marking the 
intersections between indigen¬ 
ous people and European people 
who settled in Edmonton will 
soon be on display in city hall 
as part of a landmark series on 
reconciliation. 

Jennie Vegt, an artist in resi¬ 
dence at city hall, will work pub¬ 


licly in city hall on the paintings, 
which draw on historic photos. 

The artist is one of four col¬ 
laborators on the project — 
all part of Reconciliation in 
Solidarity Edmonton (RISE), 
which is sparking conversations 
using art, including poetry and 
painting. 

Another member of the 
group, Miranda Jimmy, said 
the work is critical. 

“I think the more people are 
aware and talking about the 
need for better relationships 
the more likely it’s going to 
happen,” said Jimmy, originally 
from Thunderchild First Nation 
Saskatchewan. 

The group met at the Edmon¬ 
ton Archives last Wednesday to 
start looking for images from

the late 1800s to present, repre¬ 
senting seven generations of 
Edmonton. 

In Edmonton, there are differ¬ 
ent versions of a parallel histoiy 
— that of the indigenous com¬ 
munity and the homesteader 
narrative, said Danielle Metcalf- 
Chenail, historian laureate for 
the city. 

For this project, RISE is look¬ 


ing for photos where those two 
histories intersect. Vegt will then 
paint these and Sewell will write 
poems to accompany the series. 

Metcalf-Chenailand said she 
sees gaps in the histoiy. 

Anna Marie Sewell, former 
poet laureate, from Listuguj 
Mi’gmaq First Nation, agreed 
with that sentiment. 

“Much of my knowledge from 
my family is fragmented,” said 
Sewell. “The things that we do 
know have so often been denied 
and negated by our European 
ancestors.” 

Vegt’s seven-panel painting 
series will draw its inspiration 
from historic photos. 

Once complete, the works 
will be available for display in 
public buildings upon request. 


CITIE BALLET 

Directors 
take dance 
company 
to court 

Two recently fired directors 
with Citie Ballet plan to take 
the organization to court as 
ongoing infighting at Edmon¬ 
ton’s small professional ballet 
organization has resulted in 
dancers leaving and its repu¬ 
tation, according to some, to 
be tarnished. 

Former artistic director Fran¬ 
cois Chevennement and for¬ 
mer assistant artistic director 
and ballet mistress Laurence 
Menotti, a husband and wife 
team and former dancers from 
France, confirmed they are tak¬ 
ing Citie Ballet Company to 
court on Sept. 3. 

After working with the com¬ 
pany for the past nine years, the 
couple said they were both fired 
on March 7, one week after a 
soldout show. Both said they 
were unable to discuss the situa¬ 
tion for legal reasons. 

After Chevennement and Me¬ 
notti were fired, three dancers 
left the company, according to 
former Citie dancer Jennifer 
Curiy, who left before the tur¬ 
moil. 

Curry said the infighting has 
done damage to the 18-year-old 
ballet company’s reputation. 

“People across the countiy 
know about it, and then you 
can’t get that kind of high cali¬ 
bre talent our way ... if they 
know that we treat our artist 
that way.” 

Peter Alcai, a former board 
member with Citie Ballet, said 
Chevennement and Menotti 
were not given warning or ex¬ 
planation for their dismissal. 

He said the board then voted 
him off shortly after the inci¬ 
dent because of his vocal com¬ 
ments about their dismissal. 

Trudy Callahan, chairwoman 
of Citie Ballet, was contacted 
but did not return calls.

The 63-year-old Paramount The¬ 
atre will have some new life 
— or death — breathed into it 
this fall when the Deadmonton 
House moves in. 

The decrepit downtown the¬ 
atre will host Edmonton’s haunt¬ 
ed house this October, and again 
in October 2016. 

Back for its second year after a 
wildly popular debut in an aban¬ 
doned warehouse last fall, thrill 
seekers can expect some amped- 
up horrors in the new venue, 
organizer Ryan Kozar said. 

“Basically I think it’s a perfect 
fit. It’s probably, if not, the best 
building in Edmonton to host a 
haunted house,” Kozar said. “It’s 
an old abandoned theatre, that’s 


creepy. It fits the whole thing of 
a haunted house.” 

Once the largest movie theatre 
in Alberta, the venue hosted the 
City Centre Church until 2013, 
before plans were made to de¬ 
molish it last year to make way 
for a residential tower. The the¬ 
atre’s 1,750 seats have remained 
empty since then, its storage 
rooms still filled with vintage 
theatre equipment. 

A city firefighter by day, Kozar 
said he’s taking advantage of the 
theatre’s eerie emptiness and 
said this year’s haunted house 
will be bigger and better, with 
new themed sets and about 40 
volunteers working each night 
throughout October. 

“Any time I have off, I’ll head 
there for a few hours in the even¬ 
ing,” he said. “It’s easily a full 
time job. The amount of work is 
unreal, and that’s why you don’t 
see too many haunted houses.” 

He began planning in May, 
working around his job to begin 
laying the groundwork for con¬ 
struction and layout of the new 
space. 

With lineups up to three 
hours long last year, Kozar said

there’s a bit of added pressure 
to make this year’s event even 
spookier. 

Kozar said a portion from tick¬ 
et sales will go to charity. He 
hasn’t picked this year’s charity 
of choice, but proceeds from last 
year’s ticket sales, which were 
around $20 each, went to the Fire 
Fighters Bum Treatment Society. 

He’s expecting an even bigger 
turnout this year, and suggests 
coming early in October to avoid 
the long lineups that happened 
right around Halloween last year. 

“When you’re an adult, you 
don’t really celebrate Halloween 
anymore,” he said. “So this is 
perfect, everyone loves haunted 
houses. It brings back memories 
from your youth.”

PM promises 
election 
campaign 
won’t interfere 

It’s a campaign promise of 
a different sort: Stephen 
Harper says he won’t let 
his marathon ballot battle 
keep Canada out of a mas¬ 
sive international partner¬ 
ship billed as the backbone 
of future global trade in the 
Pacific Rim. 

Talks to establish the 
long-promised 12-country 
Trans-Pacific Partnership 
will continue and Canada 
will be there, Harper prom¬ 
ised — notwithstanding the 
protracted 11-weelc election 
campaign triggered by the 
prime minister himself. 

The partnership, “should 
it be concluded, will in our 
view form the fundamen¬ 
tal trading network of the 
entire Asia-Pacific region,” 
he said during a campaign 
stop in Laval, Que., north 
of Montreal. 

“It is important that Can¬ 
ada remain at the table; we 
will remain at the table dur¬ 
ing this election campaign... 
and we will make sure that 
should there be a deal, we 
will get the best possible 
deal for this country.” 

New Zealand officials told 
The Canadian Press last week 
that the talks likely wouldn’t 
wait until after the campaign 
— a sentiment echoed in 
media reports Monday by 
John Key, Harper’s New Zea¬ 
land counterpart. 

Taking questions on the 
first full day of the cam¬ 


paign, Harper said nego¬ 
tiators would continue to 
defend Canadian interests, 
notably the country’s supply 
management system, which 
protects dairy producers. 

Officials say last week’s 
talks in Hawaii came close 
to reaching a deal — indeed, 
sources said the Conserva¬ 
tives were hoping to make 
an agreement a central fea¬ 
ture of the party’s campaign 


kickoff on Sunday. 

Canada had offered to al¬ 
low more dairy imports, but 
the offers were far from what 
New Zealand and Australia 
were asking for, officials said. 
Dairy-market access was one 
of several sticking points at 
the 12-country negotiations. 

The Canadian economy 
remained a central theme of 
the Tory tour Monday.

The friendly Canadian hitchhik¬ 
ing robot that met its untimely 
end on the hard streets of Phila¬ 
delphia might be given another 
chance at life. 

HitchBOT’s co-creators say they 
have been overwhelmed with 
support and offers to revive the 
child-sized robot since it was de¬ 
stroyed early Saturday and they 
are considering rebuilding it. 

The robot was on a hitchhiking 
adventure in the U.S. after suc¬ 
cessful ventures in Canada and 
parts of Europe that saw strangers 
help hitchBOT travel from place 
to place while checking items off 
its bucket list. 

This time, hitchBOT was dis¬ 
membered before it could com¬ 
plete its goals—which this time 
included taking a selfie with the 
Hollywood sign and seeing the 
house from Pixar’s “Up.” 

Fraulce Zeller of Ryerson 
University and David Smith of 
McMaster University created 
hitchBOT and kept its adven¬ 
tures going as a social experiment 
with a number of their students. 

Zeller said many people have 
reached out with offers to re¬ 
build hitchBOT, and her team

Some cerebral palsy cases 
caused by genetic anomalies 

Cerebral palsy, the most com¬ 
mon cause of physical disabil¬ 
ity in children, has long been 
thought to result from brain in¬ 
jury in the fetus. But new Can¬ 
adian research is challenging 
that notion, finding that at least 
one in 10 cases likely has an 
underlying genetic cause. 

About two in every 1,000 
babies born are affected by 
cerebral palsy. An estimated 
50,000 Canadian children 
and adults have the condition, 
which leads to varying degrees 
of motor impairment, including 
muscle spasticity and involun¬ 
tary movements.

or not they will bring the robot 
back to life in coming days. 

“We were taken quite by sur¬ 
prise because it’s been going so 
well so far,” she said. 

“We don’t really know what 
to do, so we have to sit down 
with the whole team and really 
see where we are and what can 
be done.” 

She said she knows the news 
has been heartbreaking for many 
of hitchBOT’s fans, children and 
adults alike. 

Since word got out, thousands 
of supporters have taken to social 
media to express their sadness 
and outrage: “I am incensed. I 
hope the perpetrators are found 
and punished. Long live the good 
memories. Hope to see you re¬ 
incarnated soon!” wrote one 
Twitter user. 

“If I could drive, I would have 
personally helped you across the 
USA and kept you safe,” added 
another. 

Smith said the robot’s destruc¬ 
tion is the exception to “many, 
many” unsupervised encounters 
that hitchBOT has had with stran¬ 
gers.

Traditionally, cerebral palsy 
was believed to be caused by a 
stroke or infection of the brain in 
the developing fetus, or by birth 
asphyxia — a lack of oxygen to 
the infant during delivery. 

But genetic testing of a group 
of affected children from across 
Canada found that in 10 per cent 
of cases, structural changes to 
the DNA appear to have given 
rise to the condition. 

The research team, which 
includes physicians at the Mc¬ 
Gill University Health Centre in 
Montreal, performed genome 
sequencing tests on 115 chil¬ 
dren with cerebral palsy and 
their parents.

UN member states 
aim to end poverty 


The 193 member states of the 
United Nations have reached 
agreement on a new develop¬ 
ment agenda for the next 15 
years that calls for eradicating 
poverty and hunger, achieving 
gender equality, improving 
living standards and taking 
urgent action to combat cli¬ 
mate change. 

The draft agreement reached

education and affordable and 
reliable energy, and protecting 
the environment. 

“We can be the first gen¬ 
eration that ends global pov¬ 
erty, and the last generation to 
prevent the worst impacts of 
global warming before it is too 
late,” Secretaiy-General Ban Ki- 
moon told reporters Monday. 

The document — called 
Transforming our World: The 
2030 Agenda for Sustainable 
Development — will be adopt¬ 
ed at a UN summit just before 
the annual meeting of world 
leaders at the General Assem¬ 
bly in late September. 

Ban said “the goals repre¬ 
sent a ‘to-do’ list for people 
and the planet.” The 17 new, 
non-binding goals will succeed 
the eight Millennium Develop¬ 
ment Goals adopted by world 
leaders 15 years ago.

CALIFORNIA WILDFIRE 

Weather helps crews 
battling raging blaze 


Cooler weather helped crews 
build a buffer Monday between 
a raging Northern California 
wildfire and some of the thou¬ 
sands of homes it threatened 
as it tore through drought- 
withered brush that hadn’t 
burned in years. 

At least two dozen homes 
were destroyed over the past 
few days, and more than 13,000 
people were urged to flee. 

The fire — the largest blaze 
in drought-stricken California 
— roughly tripled in size over 


the weekend to 240 square 
kilometres, generating its own 
winds that fuelled the flames 
and reduced thousands of acres 
of manzanita shrubs and other 
brush to barren land in hours. 

Numerous other wildfires in 
California, Washington state 
and Oregon took off as drought 
and summer heat turned the 
West Coast combustible. Cali¬ 
fornia blazes killed a firefight¬ 
er last week and injured four 
others over the weekend.

President sets 
strict limits for 
power plant 
emissions 

U.S. President Barack Obama 
has announced even steep¬ 
er greenhouse gas cuts from 
American power plants than 
previously expected, a chal¬ 
lenge to the rest of the world 
to take serious action as a 


global summit to finalize a 
landmark climate change 
treaty approaches at the end 
of this year. 

Obama’s actions on climate 
change have faced opposition 
from Republicans and even 
some Democrats who fear the 
impacts on the U.S. economy. 

Opponents plan to sue im¬ 
mediately, and to ask the courts 
to block the rule temporarily. 
The National Mining Associa¬ 
tion on Monday asked the En¬ 
vironmental Protection Agency 
to put the rule on hold while 


legal challenges play out. 

The Obama administra¬ 
tion last year proposed the 
first greenhouse gas limits on 
existing power plants in U.S. 
histoiy, triggering a yearlong 
review. These final changes aim 
to address concerns raised by 
both environmentalists and 
the energy industry. 

Some changes further cut 
the heat-trapping gases blamed 
for global warming. Other 
changes delay implementa¬ 
tion and eliminate certain op¬ 
tions that states could use to 


show they’re cutting emissions, 
making it harder to comply. 

Power plants will have to at¬ 
tain an even lower level of car¬ 
bon dioxide pollution to be in 
compliance. Obama’s proposal 
from last year set the target as 
a 30 per cent nationwide cut by 
2030, compared to the levels 
in 2005. His new plan calls for 
a 32 per cent cut in the same 
time period. 

Power plants account for 
one-third of all U.S. emissions 
of heat-trapping gases.

COLORADO THEATRE SHOOTING 

Jury won’t rule out death penalty 


Jurors in the Colorado theatre 
shooting trial declined to rule 
out the death penalty Monday 
as they move toward senten¬ 
cing James Holmes. 

The decision clears the way 
for one last attempt from both 
sides to sway the jury with grip¬ 
ping testimony from victims 
about their harm and suffering 
as well as more appeals to show 
mercy to the man convicted 
of murdering 12 people and 
trying to kill 70 more. 

Holmes, who is taking anti¬ 
psychotic drugs that dull his 
reactions, stood as ordered and 
appeared emotionless as the 
judge read the decisions. On 
all 24 murder counts cariying 
a potential death penalty — 
two for each of the 12 people 
slain — the juiy found that ag¬ 
gravating factors outweighed 
mitigating factors.

With that, the jury was 
sent home and told to return 
Tuesday morning for the final 
phase. Then, the nine women 
and three men will finally de¬ 
cide whether the 27-year-old 
should receive a lethal injec¬ 
tion, or spend life in prison 
without parole. 


The same juiy rejected the 
defence claim that mental ill¬ 
ness so warped his mind that 
Holmes could not tell right 
from wrong when he carried 
out the theatre attack in the 
Denver suburb of Aurora on 
July 20, 2012. 

Prosecutors argued, and jur¬ 
ors agreed, that capital pun¬ 
ishment could be appropriate 
because Holmes sprang a ter¬ 
rifying and cruel ambush on 
unsuspecting victims. 

Defence lawyers argued that 
mental illness nevertheless 
reduced Holmes’ “moral culp¬ 
ability,” and that his personal 
history made him worthy of 
mercy. Jurors deliberated for 
less than three hours before 
deciding that his mental prob¬ 
lems did not outweigh the hor¬ 
rors of the calculated attack.

Nokia sells HERE 
Maps for $3.1 billion 


A consortium of German auto¬ 
makers Audi, BMW and Daimler 
announced Monday it is buying 
Nokia’s HERE map business in a 
deal that values the unit at 2.8 
billion euros ($3.1 billion) and 
secures their access to technol¬ 
ogy that could eventually be 
used for driverless cars. 

Nokia, based in Finland, has 
refocused its business on pro¬ 
ducing equipment for wireless 
networks after selling its mobile 
phone handset operation to 
Microsoft Corp. The company 
said it expects to receive slight¬ 
ly over 2.5 billion euros from 
the sale, with the purchasers 
being compensated for HERE 
liabilities totalling nearly 300 
million euros. 

The three rival German auto¬ 
makers said that HERE is “lay¬ 
ing the foundations for the 


next generation of mobility 
and location-based services.” 
They added that “for the auto¬ 
motive industry this is the basis 
for new assistance systems and 
ultimately fully autonomous 
driving.” 

The automakers said in a 
joint statement that they will 
each hold an equal stake in 
HERE and “none of them seeks 
to acquire a majority interest.” 
They said that HERE’S manage¬ 
ment will remain independ¬ 
ent, with the goal of being a 
platform “open to all custom¬ 
ers,” and the consortium will 
not interfere in its operational 
business. 

“High-precision digital maps 
are a crucial component of the 
mobility of the future,” said 
Daimler CEO Dieter Zetsche.

Should you be 
worried about 
picky eating? 

Behold the kids with their trans-fat-free, glutenless organic yogurt. Or do yours only eat 
orange food? Picky eating might be maddening, but new research published in the jour¬ 
nal Pediatrics has The Associated Press telling parents to "take heart... the problem is 
rarely worth fretting over." On the other hand, the Wall Street Journal said it "may not be 
as harmless as is commonly believed." In actuality, the findings were fairly intuitive. If 
your two- to five-year-old kids complain about broccoli, there is little cause for concern. 
But, "severely picky" eaters — the three per cent of those studied who had difficulty eat¬ 
ing with others due to their restrictions — were at least two times more likely to show 
symptoms of depression and social anxiety. No causation was shown.

City should plan around 
the new ear-less youth 



Kids these days, they aren’t 
getting behind the wheel. 

It’s well documented that 
the past decade has shown a 
precipitous decline in driv¬ 
ing rates amongst millennial 
— fewer kids are graduating 
with licences, and those of 
them with licences are driv¬ 
ing less. Car manufacturers 
are alarmed. City planners are 
confused. Driving culture is 
threatened. But should we be 
so concerned? 

When you think about 
it, it’s not so surprising that 
youth aren’t driving. The in¬ 
credible amount of student 
debt that those of us in our 
twenties and thirties tend 
to cany, combined with the 
increased cost of cars, insur¬ 
ance, and gasoline, makes 
owning a car seem exorbitant¬ 
ly expensive. 


There’s also the notion that 
cars just don’t define young 
people anymore — smart 
phones and computers are 
more important status sym¬ 
bols. 

Some commentators point 
to the rise of the “sharing 
economy”: when you’re only 
driving occasionally, it’s easier 
to borrow from a car co-oper¬ 
ative than to own. Similarly, 
as my colleague Omar Moual- 
lem recently pointed out, 
this ethos has extended to 
renting houses instead of buy¬ 
ing property. The stigma of 
renting is not as sharp when 
home ownership feels like 
donning a financial noose. 

We tend to talk about 
this in tragic tones, which is 
understandable. I don’t doubt 
that the financial strain of 
bad jobs and student debt 
plays a big role in my gener- 
ation-and-younger’s decision 
not to own vehicles or prop¬ 
erty. And I think it also plays 
a role in why so many of my 
peers still don’t have chil¬ 


dren: paying off loans really 
puts a dint in the “find dream 
job, buy a car, fall in love, buy 
a house, have a kid” narrative. 

But what we’re missing is 
the effect that this carlessness 
is having on our cities. Last 
fall, the U.S. Public Interest 
Research Group released a 
study that showed youth are 
overwhelmingly driving less 
— the number of miles driven 
by 16-34 year-olds dropped 23 
per cent from 2001 to 2009, 
to give just one example — 
and are opting to walk, bike, 
or take public transit instead. 

Cities, the report con¬ 
cluded, must start making 
alternative transport safer, 
more reliable, and more prac¬ 
tical. 

Plus, just as it’s cheaper 
not to own a car, it’s much, 
much cheaper not to have 
to maintain extensive car 
infrastructure. While we 
bellyache about the cost of 
bicycle paths and increasing 
our transit network (even 
with the mess of the new LRT 


line), it pales in comparison 
with the costs of maintaining 
the network for cars. 

Take Edmonton. Accord¬ 
ing to 2011 government 
statistics, we have the sixth 
largest population in Canada 
(narrowly behind Calgaiy and 
Ottawa), but the largest land 
mass of all Canadian urban 
centres. In other words: Ed¬ 
monton sprawls. 

But I’ve seen it: as more 
of us have been demand¬ 
ing wallcable communities 
and safe, practical ways to 
get around our city without 
a car, our city has been re¬ 
sponding. We have the excit¬ 
ing 102 Avenue plans, with 
bike lanes coexisting with 
an LRT line and a lane of 
traffic. In other words: even 
if they’re without a car, the 
kids are alright.

Politics overtake the cake 


LAYERS OF MEANING 

Bakeries slice 
up ideologies 
American style 

It should be a piece of cake. Cus¬ 
tomer comes in, asks for a cake 
with a specific design or for a 
particular event, baker makes 
it, everyone’s happy. 

But sometimes customers and 
bakers have clashed over what 
goes on the cake, or whether to 
make it at all. An Oregon balceiy 
was fined $135,000 for refus¬ 
ing to bake a cake for a lesbian 
couple’s wedding. A baker in 
Colorado earned a customer’s 
ire because she refused to write 
anti-gay messages on his cake. A 
Louisiana man posted a video to 
the Internet lambasting a local 
Wal-Mart for not making a cake 
with a Confederate flag on it. 

Somehow, this mix of flour, 
butter, eggs and sugar with 
frosting on top has become 
yet another delivery system for 
American political debate, rais¬ 
ing questions about where the 
customer’s free speech ends and 
the baker’s begins. 


“Cake has had symbolic mean¬ 
ing in this country,” even aside 
from politics, said Stephen 
Schmidt, food historian 
and writer for the 
Manuscripts Cook¬ 
book Survey. “We 
think of cake 
as something 
that can 
carry that 
meaning, 
whereas 
I don’t 
think the 
French 
do.” 

But 
some 
political 
experts 
question 
whether 
frosting flor¬ 
ets on a cake 
really are the 
best way to get 
your way of think¬ 
ing out there. Would 
a strongly worded tweet, 
letter to the editor or yard 
sign be a better choice than 
the grand unveiling of the cake 
to the tune of Happy Birthday?

Some of the most 
contentious fights have involved 
bakers who refused to make a 
cake for same-sex weddings, 
frays that have also entangled 
the likes of florists and photog¬ 
raphers. 

Bakery owners Aaron and Me¬ 
lissa Klein of Gresham, Ore., said 


their religious beliefs would be 
violated in 2013 if they made 
a wedding cake for a lesbian 
couple. The women filed a dis¬ 
crimination complaint and were 
awarded damages. 

There’s also been the reverse. 
Last year, when a customer want¬ 
ed anti-gay messages on a cake, 
Maijorie Silva, owner of Azucar 
Balceiy in Denver refused to do 
it. She told him that she would 
bake the cake, but that he would 
have to write his own messages. 

“We’re human beings, too; 
we have our beliefs, we should 
be respected,” she said 

Free speech issues have come 
into play in jurisdictions with 
laws banning discrimination 
against certain protected class¬ 
es. Some bakers have 
argued that being 
forced to make a 
cake for something 
that went against 
their religious beliefs 
was a form of compelled speech 
by the government, barred by 
the First Amendment. 

But courts have ruled that a 
business open to the public has 
to be open to eveiyone. 

“The answer so far that courts 
have given is, no, it’s not coer¬ 
cion ... because you do have a 
choice” about whether to be in 
business to the public, said Nel¬ 
son Tebbe, professor at Brooklyn 
Law School. 

Images and words perceived 


as hateful have raised yet an¬ 
other flavour of cake fight. 

A Louisiana man in June want¬ 
ed a local Wal-Mart to make a 
cake with an image of the Con¬ 
federate flag and the phrase 
“Heritage Not Hate,” but was 
refused. Chuck Netz-hammer 
then ordered a cake with a flag 
used by the Islamic State group, 
which he got. Wal-Mart apolo¬ 
gized and said the cake was a 
mistake, made by an employee 
that didn’t recognize the flag 
and what it represented. 

In 2009, a New Jersey super¬ 
market refused to make a cake 
for a child whose full name was 
Adolf Hitler Campbell.

ADVICE 

Never act like a 
smug know-it- 
all, even if the 
boss is clueless 



They might in charge, but 
bosses don’t always know best. 

Maybe you’re responsible 
for your organization’s social 
media feeds, while your su¬ 
perior has never sent a tweet. 

Or you could be the num¬ 
ber-cruncher at a company 
where the CEO can’t grasp 
basic math. When your under¬ 
standing of your niche has 
your boss beat, articulating 
your needs and processes can 
be frustrating. 

Here’s how to navigate the 
knowledge gap. 

First step: attitude check 

Just because your manager 
lacks expertise in your area 
of specialization doesn’t 
mean they’re unintelligent 
or unqualified to lead. 

High-ranking supervisors, 
especially if they are respon¬ 


sible for a range of teams 
across different departments, 
are likely more concerned with 
big-picture functioning than 
the nitty-gritty of individual 
positions. 

So while your capabilities 
may far surpass your superior 
in certain domains, they prob¬ 
ably possess a toolbox of skills 
you don’t have. 

After all, your boss’ job isn’t 
to do your job — it’s to oversee 
your work. 

Filling the 
cognitive holes 

Which doesn’t mean clueless 
leadership can’t interfere 
with your day-to-day. 

If you find yourself aggra¬ 
vated by your manager’s mis¬ 
sing intel, take it upon yourself 
to fill those cognitive holes. 
Adopt an informative ap¬ 
proach, in which you provide 
thorough (and easy-to-follow) 
detail on the task or problem 
at hand, carefully outlining 
your favoured approach. 

It might be tempting — and 
even self-satisfying — to pas- 
sive-aggressively seethe over 
your boss’ flimsy foundation 
in your particular sphere of 
interest. 

But your work will go 
smoother if you arm them 
with the knowledge you wish 
they had. 


Import- 

ant: While ^^B 
offering your in- ^^B 
formation, swap con- ^^B 
frontation for collab- ^ 
oration. You may consider 
yourself smarter than your 
boss. Your relationship might 
be strained due to a perceived 

— or even real — lack of ap¬ 
preciation for your stresses 
and duties. 

But if you want to educate 
the highers-up, don’t act fed 
up. Be generous and patient 
with your explanations, and 
avoid smug or sarcastic com¬ 
ments. 

Be an ally, not an enemy 

During meetings, it may be a 
struggle not to roll your eyes 

— but you’ll get a lot further 
if you establish yourself as 
an ally. 

An oblivious boss can be a 
bummer — but they also rep¬ 
resent an opportunity. 

Instead of thinking of your 
uninformed manager as a nuis¬ 
ance, think of this situation 
as a chance to demonstrate 
your capabilities and author¬ 
ity within your professional 
realm. 

Make your boss dependent 
on your insights, and your 
standing will rise. Then maybe, 
when the timing is right, you’ll 
be made the boss.

For workplaces to be truly 
equal, men need to step up

Men, 2015 is the year you help 
women advance in the work¬ 
place. Despite a steady — but 
slow — increase in the num¬ 
ber of women in high-ranking 
board positions, women in the 
working world are not advan¬ 
cing nearly as quickly as their 
male counterparts. 

Men, however, can help. 

“It’s important for men (to 
get involved) because they 
control more of the influence 
and the power,” says Hattie 
Hill, president and CEO of the 
Women’s Foodservice Forum, 
which focuses on the leader¬ 
ship of women in companies 
like Kraft and Kellogg. 

Hill spoke with Metro about 
four key ways men can help 
women break the glass ceiling. 

Pay attention 

Hill says that, for starters, men 
can increase their overall aware¬ 
ness about the issue by paying 
attention to workplace practi¬ 
ces. Take note of the types of 
work females are assigned, ask 
them questions and get their 
opinions. 


Give women more re¬ 
sponsibilities/tougher tasks 

Men in more powerful and sen¬ 
ior positions should take advan¬ 
tage of their position to give 
more responsibilities and chal¬ 
lenges to female staffers. An act 
as small as giving a female em¬ 
ployee two or three extra things 
to do or switching up some of 
her tasks can get the ball roll¬ 
ing, says Hill. For example, if 
you notice a woman constantly 
taking meeting notes, delegate 
that task to someone else and 
give her another responsibility. 

Shut down mansplaining 

“If you’re in a board meeting 
and a woman says something, 


and then a man comes back and 
says the same thing, you can 
speak up and say, ‘You know, 
Maiy just said that. Thank you, 
Maiy, for that comment,”’ Hill 
says. “It’s changing the com¬ 
munication to be more effect¬ 
ive.” 

Ask questions 

Engage the women around you. 
“Ask them, in terms of your 
industiy or your organization, 
‘What do you think we need 
to change?”’ Hill says. Women 
in your workplace know the 
workings of the company and 
the politics of the work environ¬ 
ment; they just haven’t been 
asked about them yet.

Canucks like banks 
even less, study says 


IN YOUR BEST INTEREST 

When it’s time 
to borrow, a 
poor score 
will cost you 



If you’re like a lot of Canadians, 
the most important score in 
your life is the score in the 
hockey game last night. Your 
credit score might not make 
the priority list at all. 

Your credit score is only im¬ 
portant if you ever want to bor¬ 
row money to buy a house, a 
car, or anything else. It can also 
be a pretty significant factor in 
determining if you can rent a 
decent place (depending on 
the landlord). So if you don’t 
mind living with your parents 
and taking public transit the 
rest of your life (an excellent 
wealth-building plan if you can 
stomach it), then your credit 
score might not be that sig¬ 
nificant. 

For the rest of us, that little 
three-digit number can quickly 
become a mountainous ob¬ 
stacle if ignored for too long. 

Even if your score isn’t quite 
bad enough to completely pre¬ 
vent you from purchasing a car 
or a house, the difference it can 
make in regards to the interest 
rates you pay can mean thou¬ 
sands of extra dollars leaving 
your pocket. 

Here’s an example — two 
buddies each set out to buy 
their first car: 

Johnny Savealot has a credit 
score of 775 after a few years 
of paying his bills on time and 
never borrowing more than 


he can repay at the end of the 
month. 

John’s buddy, Jimmy Yolo, 
has a credit score of 450. He’s 
not too worried about money 
stuff like paying bills on time 
because it isn’t what’s really 
important in life. When he 
gets the third notice on his 
cellphone bill, or the landlord 
threatens to kick him out, he 
scrapes together the cash and 
it always seems to work out. 

If John and Jim each want 
to purchase identical $20,000 
(taxes included) used vehicles, 
and they each borrow $16,000 
to do so, they will eventually 
pay veiy different overall prices 
for exactly the same car. 

If John gets a 60-month loan 
at 4 per cent interest, he will 
pay back his $16,000 original 
debt, plus roughly $1,700 in 


interest payments. 

Jimmy will have to get a 
subprime car loan because 
he is considered a higher risk 
and will have to settle for a 
60-month loan at 20 per cent 
interest. He will be paying back 
the same $16,000 original debt 
over 60 months as Jim, but 
with about $9,400 in inter¬ 
est payments over that same 
stretch. 

Obviously if a credit score 
can have that sort of impact 
on a car purchase, it can make 
a massive difference when it 
comes to mortgage payments 
on a house (if you can find a 
lender at all). 

Don’t be a Johnny Yolo; 
understanding how credit 
works will make that one life 
you have to live a lot more 
enjoyable. 


Q CHECK IT OUT 

Credit score tips 

• Check your score regu¬ 
larly with credit reporting 
agencies Transunion and 
Equifax. Make sure there 
are no errors. 

• Pay your credit cards off 
at the end of every month. 
At least make the min¬ 
imum payment. 

• Don't skip payments on 
utilities or consumer debt. 
Credit agencies are gener¬ 
ally much more diligent 
than any policing agency, 
and they will find out.

Canadians are less satisfied with 
their banks because of higher 
fees and decreased services, ac¬ 
cording to a survey published 
last week. 

The 2015 Canadian Retail 
Banking Satisfaction Study by 
global research firm J.D. Power 
shows the Big Five Banks — TD 
Canada Trust, RBC Royal Bank, 
Scotiabanlc, CIBC and BMO Bank 
of Montreal — dropping an 
average of 12 points from 2014 
in overall customer satisfaction. 

Midsize banks Tangerine, 
President’s Choice Financial, 
ATB Financial, National Bank 
of Canada and Laurentian Bank 
of Canada dropped an average 
of 7 points in customer satisfac¬ 
tion since last year. 

Satisfaction is based on a 
1,000-point scale and is meas¬ 
ured based on product, self- 
service, personal service, facili¬ 
ties, communication, financial 
adviser and problem resolution. 

Overall satisfaction with Big 
Five Banks is averaging at 737 
points out of 1,000; TD Can¬ 
ada Trust leads the pack with 
746 points while HSBC trails at 
716 points. 

Jim Miller, senior director of 
banking services at J.D. Power, 
said the 12-point drop is the 
result of higher banking fees 
and fewer services. 

“Any time banks increase 
fees, customers aren’t happy 
with it and ... now that when 


they go in the branch or call 
in to the call centre, they wait 
longer — that’s the main driv¬ 
er that causes them to be less 
satisfied.” 

Although the ubiquity of 
online banking means fewer 
people walk into branches, staff 
cutbacks result in longer wait 
times for service, he said. 

Of Big Five customers, 46 per 
cent reported paying a monthly 
fee, up 6 per cent from 2014, 
and the average fee was up 
about $1 per month. 

“So more people are pay¬ 
ing and they’re paying more,” 
said Miller, adding the fees are 
harder to swallow at a time 
when banks are reporting rec¬ 
ord earnings. 

Midsized banks fared better 
than the Big Five, with an aver¬ 
age of 759 points. Tangerine, 
formerly ING Direct, scored the 
highest at 811 points. 

“Some banks in the midsize 
range really have veiy low fees,” 
said Miller. 

Because Tangerine doesn’t 
have branches, customers are 
served remotely. 

According to the survey, 9 
per cent of Big Five customers 
would consider switching banks 
within the next year. Miller 
said while few people actually 
switch banks, Canadians look¬ 
ing for lower fees should shop 
around for alternatives.

New Blue Jays 
ace strikes out 
11 batters over 
eight innings 

David Price Day had eveiything 
from rousing ovations and pow¬ 
ering strikeouts to the thrill of 
danger and the offensive explo¬ 
sion the Toronto Blue Jays are 
known for. 

Thanks to 11 strikeouts from 
Price in eight strong innings, 
his debut was also a 5-1 victoiy 
against the Minnesota Twins that 
put the Blue Jays in a tie for an 
American League wild-card spot. 

“I just wanted to go out there 
and have fun, pitch as deep as 
possible into the game and keep 
it close for our offence,” a smiling 
Price said. “I’m definitely thrilled 
with the way today went.” 

Price was dominant all after¬ 
noon, especially after he gave up 
a home run to Torii Hunter in the 
second and loaded the bases with 
no outs in the fourth. The ace 
left-hander acquired last week 
from the Detroit Tigers showed 
why the Blue Jays were willing 
to pay a hefty price, retiring the 
final 15 batters he faced. 

“The place was alive,” man¬ 
ager John Gibbons said of Price 
getting out of the bases-loaded 
jam. “That’s hard to do. I don’t 
care how good a pitcher you 
are. That’s real hard to do. But 
he pulled it off and really ran 
from there.” 

As he walked off the mound 
following his 119th pitch, Price 
tipped his cap to the sellout 


crowd of 45,766 at Rogers Cen¬ 
tre that fixated on and adored 
his eveiy move. His 11 strike¬ 
outs tied a franchise record for 
a pitcher making his debut, and 
he allowed just three hits and 
two walks. 

“That’s what an ace does,” said 
second baseman Ryan Goins, 
who hit a solo home run. 

Price brushed off the strike¬ 
out record and said he would’ve 
rather gotten all 27 outs. But

the way he dazzled the crowd 
contributed to the buzz on the 
holiday Monday in Toronto. 

Running off the experiences in 
his career from the 2008 World 


Series run with the Tampa Bay 
Rays through last year’s playoffs 
with the Tigers, Price put his Blue 
Jays debut at the top of the list. 

“That was the best atmosphere 
I’ve ever been in,” Price said. “I’ve 
pitched in quite a few big games, 
but that atmosphere today, that 
takes the cake. I’ve never experi¬ 
enced anything like that. That 
was cool.” 

When Price was in the dug- 
out, the lineup Josh Donaldson 


confidently declared the best in 
baseball got to Minnesota starter 
Ervin Santana and the bullpen 
to the tune of eight hits and two 
home runs. In addition to Goins, 
Donaldson hit a two-run home 
run, his 27th of the season, and 
later heard chants of “M-V-P.” 

“It’s not like we’ve seen it a 
couple times,” Gibbons said of 
Donaldson’s power. “He’s been 
doing it all year.”

Universities to help 
clean up Rio waters 


Rio de Janeiro Governor Luiz 
Fernando Pezao signed a deal 
Monday with several Brazilian 
universities and research in¬ 
stitutes to develop a plan for 
cleaning up the polluted waters 
of the city’s sewage- 
strewn Guanabara 
Bay, where Olympic 
sailing events will 
be held. 

Pezao hailed the 
deal as a “very im¬ 
portant step” to¬ 
ward the long-prom¬ 
ised cleanup, which 
has dragged on for 
more than 20 years 
with little progress. 

As part of Brazil’s 
Olympic project, au¬ 
thorities pledged 
more than six years 
ago to drastically cut 
the amount of raw 
human sewage in the bay before 
the 2016 games. But only one 
of the eight promised treatment 
plants aimed at filtering much of 
the waste out of the rivers that 
have become open-air sewage 
ditches has been built, and the 
bay’s once-crystalline waters 
remain fetid. 

An Associated Press inves¬ 
tigation published last week 
revealed high counts of disease- 
causing viruses directly linked 


to human sewage in Olympic 
waters. 

In a statement from his office, 
Pezao was quoted as saying that 
since Rio won its Olympic bid in 
2009, the city has boosted the 
treatment of sew¬ 
age that once flowed 
into the bay from 17 
per cent to 49 per 
cent. The original 
promise was to treat 
80 per cent of sew¬ 
age that ends up in 
the bay by the 2016 
games, but state and 
municipal officials 
have repeatedly ac¬ 
knowledged there’s 
no way that pledge 
will be met. 

Internet portal 
UOL quoted Pezao 
as saying “we made 
a mistake. We can’t 
continue to make more mis¬ 
takes.” He added that the govern¬ 
ment wouldn’t commit to any 
further cleanup targets before 
the necessaiy studies had been 
done, the UOL report said. 

It also quoted Rogerio Vale, 
who was representing Rio’s 
federal university at Monday’s 
signing event, as saying, “We’re 
working toward a gradual plan 
and a long-term recuperation of 
the bay. the associated press
